Fj He Joy of this Day, the Entrance of his Highnes the Prince ' 
Il of Orange into London, and the Deliverance of this Nation from 
the Bond of Popery, ought not to be palis'd with Silence in our 
time(who are Spectators) which will be a Subject to future Ages, and 
fill up the Annals of Poſterity. 


His Highneſs after all propitious Succeſs ſince his firſt Arrival,came 
to Windſor on Friday, where continuing till Monday Morning, he came 
with a ſplended Train of Nobles and Gentlemen to $:9n-Houſe, a ſpa- 
cious and magnificent Structure belonging to the Counteſs Dawager 
of Northumberland. Aﬀter a ſumptuous Entertainment, he made his 
approach towards London, his Guards receiving him at ſome diſtance 
from the Houſe. He rid in a Calaſh drawn by Six Flanders Horſes, 
which was encompals'd on each ſide with a vaſt number cf Gentlemen, 
Officers, and Volunteers, with their Swords drawn. In this poſture 
{ſtriking off at Hyde-Gate {to evade the numberlels Crowds of People 
that gathered from all Parts to ſee his Entrance) he came by Arl:ngton- 
Houſe,through the Park,into St. Zames's, where all things were prepar'd 
for his Reception, the Streets ecchoing with Huzza's, beſides Ringing 
of Bells, innumerable Bonfires, and other Ceremonies, the publick 
Expreſlions of Joy for ſo great a Prince, who has brought 10 great a 


Deliverance to this Nation. 

The King's Departure. 
Etore his Highnels came to Town, he ſent an Expreſs to his 
Majeſty, T hat it was not for his Safety to come to London, 
till ſome People were removed from Court which were about his Ma- 
jelty's Perſon. His Majeſty's Reply was by another Exprels, That he 
could not part with anyPerlon at that time about him,who werebuta 
tew ſcle& Perſons,and ſuch as in whom he might confide. His Highneſs 
as well complying with his Myjeſty's Pleaſure, as conſulting his own 
Safety, ſent a ſecond Meſlage, 'T hat ſince his Majeſty could nor 
part trom thoſe People, he would be pleafed to retire with them to 
Hampton-Court, for whole ſafe ConduGt thither he would allow them 
a Convoy of his own Guards. The King receiving this Viellage, 
jaid, Since he muſt go by Water, he would go the other way. So 
through the Back-ſtairs entring hisBarge about eleven a Clock, with 
the Lord Arran, the Lord Dunbarton, &>c. in his company, he or- 
derd them to make roRocheſter,with f1x of the Yeomen of the Guard 
in a Boat before, and {1x Boats laden behind with the Guards ap- 

pointed by his Fiighnels the Prince of Orange 
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
